DETAILED ACTION 
Election/Restrictions 

1 . Restriction to one of the following invention is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 : 

I. Claims 1 -21 , drawn to Version Management, classified in class 71 5, subclass 51 1 . 

II. Claims 22-34, drawn to Menu or selectable iconic array, classified in class 715, subclass 
810. 

2. The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: Invention I and II are 
related as combination and subcombination. Inventions in this relationship are distinct if it can be shown that (1) the 
combination as claimed does not require the particulars of the subcombination as claimed for patentability, and (2) 
that the subcombination has utility by itself or in other combinations (MPEP 806.05(c)). In the instant case, the 
combination as claimed does not require the particulars of the subcombination as claimed because the system for 
save as multiple files of Invention I does not require the Graphical user interface of Invention II for selecting file 
parameters, because the SAMF-request-receiving module does not have to receive a request from user using a GUI, 
the request could be a command line interface therefore requiring no GUI. Furthermore claims 1-21 do not include 
the GUI element has claimed in claims 22-34, the subcombination has separate utility such as modules handling the 
operations in the SAMF system. 

3. Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have acquired a separate status in 
the art as shown by their different classification, restriction for examination purposes as indicated is proper 

4. Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and the search required for Group II is not 
required for Groupl , restriction for examination purposes as indicated proper.
